Buffalo, N. Y., April 7,—It is nllogod 
that Arthur E5. Pennell, who was killed 
in an automobile accident on March 10, 
was a defaulter to the extent of from 
$150,000 to ?200,000. The story leaked 
out as the result of a logal dispute over 
two life insurance policit^s, and is to 
the effect that Pennell induced friends 
in the east who had known his family 
and the family of his wife to plaro 
money In his hands for investment He 
would inform them of some good in- 
vestment which he had come across 
v/hich would pay an exopllont rate of 
interest, and 
they would snnd 
him 
money. The money which was sent to 
him for nvostn '>nt, it is allercpd, he 
spent, and when interest payments fell 
duo ho made the payments out of his 
own pocket. 


Incidentally it has been learned that 
Pennell made provision for the pay- 
ment to Mrs. Edwin L. Burdick of 
$25,000 oni t'f his life Insurance. 


Pennell carried over $20o.000 life in- 
surance in order that after hiii death the 
castGrn estates to which he is alleged 
to have bo^n a defaulter might be able 
to recoup the lor.tics which they had 
sustained through him, 
In his will 
Pounell named as administrator of his 
estate his brother, J. Frederick Pennell. 
He left to his administrator sealed in- 
structions 
that 
upon 
his death 
he 
should make good in full out of his es- 
tate .Til tht 
losses wnicn had been 
sustained uiivough his defalcations. 


It is said that Pennell had contem- 
plated suicide for two years, and the 
fact Is known that he planned two 
years ago to throw himself in front of 
a traJn at Peckskill, and to make it 
appear that his deaia was an accident. 


It appears there were two life poli- 
cies which had not been handf^d over 
to the administrator. One was for $15,- 
000 and the other for |10.000, 
Those 
two policies had ueen assi,;nod by Pen- 
nell to Attorney Wallace Thayer, in 
trust. 
The insurance companies took 
legal coun:>el in the matter and held up 
payments. 
It wiis then that the sCory 
of Pennoll's alleged defalcation and his 
plans to commit suicide were made 
known.

Buffalo Suspect, It is Said, Was 
Short Over $200,000, 


Buffalo, N. Y., April 7.—It is alleged 
that Arthur E5. Pennell, who waB killed 
in an automobile accident on March 10, 
was a defaulter to the extent of from 
$150,000 to ?200,000. The story leaked 
out as the result of a legal dispute over 
two life insurance policies, and is to 
the effect that Pennell induced friends 
in the east who had known his family 
and the family of his wife to place 
money in his hands for investment, He 
would inform them of some good in­ 
vestment which he had come across 
which would pay an excellent rate of 
interest, and they would send him 
money. The money which was sent to 
him for nvcstn.^nt, it is alleged, he 
spent, and when interest payments fell 
duo he made the payments out of his 
own pocket 
Incidentally it has been learned that 
Pennell made provision for the pay­ 
ment to Mrs. Edwin L. Burdick of 
$25.000 out 
his life insurance. 
Pennell carried over $20o,000 life in­ 
surance in order that after his death the 
eastern estates to which he is alleged 
to have been a defaulter might be able 
to recoup the lories which they had 
sustained through him, 
In his will 
Peunell named as administrator of his 
estate his brother, J. Frederick Pennell, 
He left to his administrator sealed in­ 
structions that, upon his death he 
should make good in full out of his es­ 
tate nil thf losses wnicu had been 
sustained oiirough his defalcations. 
It is said that Pennell had contem­ 
plated suicide for two years, and the 
fact is known that he planned two 
years ago to throw himself in front of 
a train at Peeltskill, and to make it 
appear that his deaui was an accident. 
It appears there were two life poli­ 
cies which had not been handed over 
to the administrator. One was for $15,- 
000 and the other for $10,000. 
Those 
two policies had ueen assigned by Pen­ 
nell to Attorney Wallace Thayer, in 
trust. 
The insurance companies took 
legal coun >el in the matter and held up 
payments. It w&s then that the sCory 
of Pennell’s alleged defalcation and his 
plans to commit suicide were made 
known. 
The $25,000 insurance money 
asigned to Thayer by Pennell in trust 
is supposed to be paid over to Mrs. Bur­ 
dick in accordance wit h the provisions 
of the bond for $50,000 which Pennell 
gave prior to his death.

will not talk about it. 
It is now stated that interesting de­ 
velopments maif be looked for at the 
Pennell inquest”.

This, we understand, is the opin- 
ion of most regular Army officers and 
volunteers to-day, and we hear that the 
board of United States Army officers 
revising the flring regulations for small 
arms practice will return to the Na- 
tional Rifle Association target with a 
round bullseye for qualification of the 
Army. 


We regard this as most fortunate. 
The new lines of the National Rifle 
Association now agree with those of 
the British National Rifle Association, 
and with the adoption of the same tar- 
get by the United States Army we are 
likely to have a higher order of skill 
developed and a better understanding 
of the work of riflemen at borne and 
abroad.—Shooting and Fishing.

The early form of pie was undoubt- 
edly a filing of meat, and meat which 
needed "the grinding of the teeth," 
writes Ellen H. Richards la Good 
Housekeeping. 
In the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries meat was not 
often kept until tender. The result of 
the hunt was cooked and eaten at 
once, only a small portion being car- 
ried away. When the guest was des- 
cried on the neighboring hill, or when 
the sound of the horn announced his 
approach, the domesticated 
animal 
was killed^ to appear on the table only 
a few hours later. Tender meat was 
not always possible, hence some foiln 
of serving which should remedy this 
and also which should eke out the 
oftentimes scanty supply would be- 
come a popular one. Another advan- 
tage was that the Ingredients of a 
meal were served all together and hot, 
or, if cold, the "pasty" was still sa- 
vory. 
The derivation of the word 
bears out this view. Gaelic "pighiann," 
Irish "plghe" or "plthan," defined by 
the dictionary as "a dish consisting of 
a thin layer of pastry filled with a 
preparation of meat, fish, fowl, fruit or 
vegetables, seasoned, generally covered 
with a thicker layer of pastry and 
baked." 
This applies to the earlier 
forms. An essential dish on Thanks- 
giving In early New England days was 
the chicken pie of this description. 
Pot pie and beefsteak pie of the res- 
taurant survive to remind us of . the 
ancient form.

Reducing Price of Calcium. 


Metallic calcium by electrolysis has 
been produced by Prof. Borchers, of 
Aix-la-Chapelle. only after many fail- 
ures. 
The perfected process is very 
simple, calcium chloride being the only 
compound used, and it gives promise 
of reducing the price of calcium from 
nearly $2,000 a pound to less than |1. 
The metal is as soft as hard butter, 
rapidly oxidizing into lime on expos- 
ure to air. 
As a reducing agent It 
wo'Jld be useful in chemical research 
and organic 
synthesis, and 
possibly 
for freeing Iron 
from sulphur 
and 
phosphorus.

It Vas after he had made this bono 
setting record with such deftness that 
all the physicians present were^ aston- 
ished that Sweet, in response to a doc- 
tor's question asking where he got tho 
talen, said:

it. But first I began fiddling with it, 
and the first thing I knew I'd pulled a

of 
place.

that back. 
Then, when I'd gat 'em all back in 
place I got an Idea Td learn how to 
sot: bones and give up farming. So I 
practiced uncoupling and coupling up 
the bones of my dog until I learned 
the right twists for setting all the dif- 
ferent bones. 
Guess I took that dog 
apart nigh on to a hundred times, on 
and off. He got so used to it that he 
seemed to enjoy it, and I do believe 
he missed- the exercise when I let up 
on. him. 
Yes—^yes." 


What the peculiar twists were that 
each bone required Sweet always re- 
fused to explain to any one except his 
sons and daughter; and they have re- 
frained from dissipating the family se- 
cret. 


It used to be a common thing for 
doctors to watch old man Sweet with 
the hopo of discovering the efficacious 
twists, but the rapidity with which he 
worked precluded all possibility of dis- 
covery. Where It would take the av- 
erage physician an hour to set a bone. 
Sweet could do the trick In a few 
minutes.

His plan is to 
have 500 electrically driven fans, each 
delivering 200,000 cubic feet of air a 
minute, for a city like London, where 
at least 7,000,000 tons 
of smoky air 
would have to be removed every day. 
This would bo, in effect, a gigantic air 
sewage systpm, and, although the cost 
would bo great, he thinks it

pay. 


Tlio principle of the friction wheel, 
as applied to coining and paper mak- 
ing machines,

used in an automobile Invented by a 
man in 
Nuremberg, Germany.

vehicle may bo run with steady speed 
on a level or up a hill by merely ma- 
nipulating n friction wheel that slides 
on a shaft piesslng against .the faco 
of the fly wheel supplying the power.

CRCCN RAPE 
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Waterways Are a Necessity.

N view of the great and manifest economies of 'waterways it 
may seem Inexplicable that, witlx but few illustrious excep* 
y 
tions, their advantages have apparently not Impressed them- 


I 
selves upon railroad managers and legislators in general. By 


I 
the recognition and use of theso economies the most progessivo 


Jr 
^ 
nations of the European continent have been able to maintain 
large military and naval establishments, besides providing 
from tho public treasury for tho construction and mainte- 
nance of their extensive systems of internal waterways, while 
the United States has permitted her canals to become gradually extinguished. 


' One by one these earlier avenues of communication have been absorbed 
•nnd abandoned; and yet statistics show that the cost of transportation by these 
artificial channels is about one-third only of that by rail* while by open water 
It is still lower. A nation that Ignores an economy of sixty-six per cent, in 
ti'i^isportation is wasting its resources and imposing onerous burdens upon its 
people. The possibilities of this country are magnificent; and yet but few of 
them have been developed, and in these cases the work has been done largely 
by private corporations or local interests. Tho Erie Canal still exists, u u.onu- 
ment to the enterprise of the Empire State of which it has ever bcca the back- 
bone; but it is becoming too weak to bear the greatly increased touua^e, and 
must be strengthened and enlarged unless it is desired to divert tho traffic to 
the down-grade route through Canada. Owing to the growth in the dimensions 
of vessels, the antiquated coast-wise system of canals, made necessary as a' 
means of defense by the lessons of 1S12, is no longer able to pass more than 
about three per cent, of the trade of the contiguous bays and sounds. These 
channels barely pass the smallest torpedo-boats, and are wholly inadequate to 
meet the requirements of an interior, strategic line as an indispensable part 
of our coast defense, not to mention those of the millions of tons of coast- 
wise commerce, only awaiting their enlargement and National control. 


The great work nearing completion under the State of Illinois, connecting 
Lake Michigan with the Illinois River and having in view the ultimate crea- 
tion of a fourteen-foot channel to the Gulf of Mexico, is one that must com- 
mend Itself to the country as being of Immeasurable value. The connection of 
the vast deposits of coal In- Western Pennsylvania and Virginia with the iron 
ores of the Lake Superior region by means of a ship canal across the portage 
separating Lake Erie from the Ohio River should be pushed with the utmost 
dispatch.—The Forum. 


Everyday Heroes.

of Its heroes. There is a hero in the Philippines to-day. He was a 
wise Judge and strongly opposed our forcing ourselves upon the 
people there, but at the call of duty he went to serve his country 
and benefit that people. The highest office, save one, in the land 
was within his reach, the height of his ambition at home. He re- 
sisted the temptation, impaired as his health was. 
He elected to 
plunge into the waves, as it were, to save the drowning people who 
needed his help. Judge Taft is a true hero; he has risked his life 
for his fellows. 


A fireman hero in New York recently—I wish I could remember his name- 
rushed into danger through fire and smoke to rescue a child, and fell in the at* 
tempt. Such instances occur almost every week, in one or other of our cities. 
Physicians almost daily sacrifice their lives in their noble calling. 


Verily we live in a heroic age, and it becomes us to celebrate, applaud and 
honor these grandest of heroes, who remind us by their acts that they feel 
"the fittest place where man can die is where be dies for man." There should 
be a National organization akin to the National Life Saving Society, or, per- 
haps, better still, that society should appeal for funds to support the families 
of such heroes and add a department to administer the fund properly. 


The family of no hero who loses his life while trying to rescue a fellow 
man should ever suffer want, nor should the hero himself, if injured. He de* 
serves a i>ension, with the thanks of the community, as well as a gold medal to 
be worn afterward and handed down to his family as a badge of true nobility. 
There is a worship which uplifts, a deference which exalts, a tribute which 
raises all who give it, and this meeting will fail to Justify itself if we assemble 
to do honor to a hero and are not ourselves, in contemplation of his act, raised 
In some degree to heroic level. 


The great advance which all religious bodies are making and must con- 
tinue to make or perish is along this road, the recognition of the truth that 
the kingdom of God is within man here and now, and that in order to merit 
heaven in the future or to be fit to exist there It is necessary that we begin to 
make something of the real heaven here now on earth. 


Evil of Society Gambling.

FEAR that the evil custom of playing for money has made 
considerable progress in fashionable society. 
Heads of fam- 
ilies in our gay cities are sometimes made aware of the inter-

at Newport—these gains, in some cases, exceeding 51000.

This feature of our time appears to me a reversion to the habits of a low 
stage of civilization, in wlilch poverty of object induces the passion for 
tames of hazard which is common among barbarous i>eople. 


It seems also to be a part of that aping of foreign customs which shows 
Itself a good deal among our people of .wealth and leisure. 
Royalties and 
persons of high rank in the Old World have been known to indulg6 in gambling 
to a ruinous extent, and the custom of playing for sums large or small still 
prevails in European countries. 


This fact may lead certain young people to consider it a trait of aristocratic 
breeding to risk money in games of chance. Tho better culture attainable in 
modern society should do much to eliminate this false Impression. Our 
Western World is rich in opportunities of social intercourse. Our young men 
and maidens meet freely in college, in the professions and in the diversions 
appropriate to the season of youth. 


Pity were it if this Innocent freedom, profitable for mutual help and good 
understanding, should be made subservient to unworthy tastes and dangerous 
passions. In this land of ours the State has prohibited the lottery system. Tho 
chixrch has set herself resolutely against raflles at fairs. 


Public opinion In either avenue ought to set itself against this cruel love 
of a gain which necessarily implies loss to others. It is a truism among us 
to-day that the exercise and enjoyment of liberty must found Itself upon good 
sense and good morals. If we wish to avail ourselves of American freedom 
we must adhere to American Ideas of good conduct. 


The standard of the Puritans may be enlarged and advanced by a culture 
more liberal than theirs. It should not be degraded by a course of action 
based upon a conceit of life poor, mean and empty.—New York News.
